Wednesday the way to keep the cowntry prosperous in 1947 
is to leave taxes alone, raise minimum wages, increase social 
security benefits, broaden coverage of the wage-hour law and 
maintain rent controls 

It would be “unsound fiscal policy’’ to cut wartime 
income taxes, the chief executive declared in his annual 
economic report. 

For a long range program, the chief executive suggested : 

1: Enactment of legislation to prevent discrimination 
against racial and other minority groups and to bring about 
efficient co-ordination of the employment services af the 48 
States, 

2. Production incentives for business to expand, thus pro- 
viding employment and maintaining maximum consumption of 
agricultural products. 

8. Encouragement of “free enterprise’? by (a) amendment 
of the anti-trust laws to prohibit mergers through acquisition 
of assets or stock control, and (b) easier long-term credit to 
*‘small and promising business enterprises.” 

4. Reciprocal reduction of trade harriers Mr

Britain Places Rigid Control

LONDON .—AI! future building de- 
velopment in Brits » be “zoned 
on a nation-wide scale under terms 
of a new bill published by the 
Labor ernment Tuesday night 

The t the most sweeping and 
comprehensive town planning mea- 
sure ever projected, provides 

1. No land development can be 


undertaken unless it is in accord- 
ance with general planning require- 
ments; 


2. Landowners who suffer a loss 
of development rights owing to 
planning restrictions may be com- 


pensated, where hardship is inflict- 
ed, out of a government fund of 
| $1,200,000,000. 

| 3. Conversely, landowners whose 
jland increases in value as result of 
development will be taxed on their 
capital gains. Amount of this tax 
is not specified in the bill, but it 
may run up to 100 percent of the 
increase; 

Control By Board 

4. A central land board, respon- 
sible to parliament, is to be set up 
|to administer the scheme and con- 
trol all land development; 

5. Local planning schemes will be 
|concentrated under contro! of 150 
county authorities instead of being 
spread among 1,400 city and town 
councils as at present 

The bill is the Labor Govern- 
ment's solution to a problem which 
has baffled four or five cabinet min- 
isters during and since war. There 
is general agreement that possibilit- 
ies for speculation in land should 
be removed in view of large scale 
planning schemes now being pro- 
jected, and that the impact of these 
schemes should be leveled out be- 
tween those whose investments suf- 
fer and those who stand to make 
big profits 
Leave Rates Vague 

Previous attempts to draft fegisla- 
tion to accomplish this failed when 
planners tried to devise legislation 
to cover all essential points on mat- 
ters of compensation. The present 
bill gets around this by deliberately 
leaving all details of compensation 
and levy rates vague, to be finally 
determined later, each case on its 
merits, by the central land board 

On this point the bill is likely 
to be most severely attacked by the 
Conservative opposition, which has 
|been growing increasingly restive at 
the Labor government's tendency 
to delegate powers to the civil ser- 
vice and other non-elected bodies 
But on the general principles of the 
bill there is little disagreement. It 
merely supersedes and expands leg- 
islation already passed or proposed 
by the pre-war Conservative gov- 
ernment and the wartime coalition 
administration.

Ottawa May Ask Provinces 
Talk Garson’s Equality Plan." <0"

OTTAWA.—Premier Garson of 
Manitoba has thrown ¢ eline to 
the dominion government, deluged 
in the flood let loose by New Brun- 
swick's announcement that its tax 
agreement with Ottawa is “suspend- 
ed” because of the dominion'’s “dis- 
crimination” im favor of B.C 

This takes the form of the sugges- 
tion “that the joiminion should call 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and New 
Brunswick, and if necessary P.E.1 
and B.C., to discuss the manner 
in which the position of the other 
provinces should be equalized with 
British Columbia under their new 
deal with the dominion 

Finance Minister Abbott and 
other cabinet spokesmen have de- 
clined to discuss the serious New 
Brunswick development for publica- 
tion, until the prime minister has 
spoken, But one cabinet authority 
said Garson's siatement was “the 
obviously sensible utterance of the 
whole lot.’ 

Equal Benefits 

He added, “Notice that Mr. Gar- 
son assume youd faith: that he is 
confident the benefits it accorded 
to B.C. can be and will be applied 
to other provitces under the most- 
tavored-province clause That 
after all, is what Premier McNair of 
New Brunswick appears to want 
and nothing more 

Reconvening of the full dominion- 
provincial conference—as called for 
by Opposition Leacer John Bracken 

appears to be ‘ cut,” if the domin- 
ion holds to {ts present position 
Nor would the e-ncurring provinces 
be called into individual or collect- 
ive conference to renegotiate their 
tax agreements, sccording to a high 
dominion authorivy 

But they may and probably will 
be called in to discuss Mr. Garson’s 
proposition, which is a matter ¢ 
finding ways and means of “equaliz- 
ing” their position. (The actual B.C 
formula itself is already open to 
all provinces, but it would be otf 
no benefit to them. That is the 
“catch.”) 

It appears at \cast three provinces 
will promptly be back on the Ot- 
tawa door-step 

Ask Social Sccurity Talks 

There is a goud deal of “whist- 

ng in the dark” going on in cabinet 
circles in the face of the possibilit 
that individual tex agreement ar- 
rangements ima blow up. One 
cabinet minister flatly predicted 
“Premier McNair will end by tak- 
ing the money--which is 50 per- 
cent more than New Brunswick ever 
raised or could hivpe to raise.” He 
predicted Premier Angus Macdonald 
of Nova Scotia would do likewise 
in the end 

Particular interest attaches to the 
position of Premier Dougle of 
Saskatchewan who regrets New 
Brunswick should have suspended 
its tax agreement Lut feels the posi- 
tion of the other concurring prov- 
inces should ve brought into line 
with B.C. The importance of thi 
lies in the clue te the C.C.F. position 
in the federal house 

John Bracken is pressing for re- 
convening of the entire dominion- 
provincial conference. Solon Low, 
Social Credit lea@er is thought likely 
to go along with Bracken 

M. J. Coldwel C.C.F. federal 
leader, said the C.C.F. party favors 
the reconvening of the dominion- 
provincial conference to discuss the 
social security piovisions as out- 
lined in the dominion government's 
original proposals 

Oppesition May Join 

“Purthermore there must be equ 
ity of individual Canadians in ev 
part of Canada. It is obvious!y 
intolerable that a Canadian in B.C 
should receive $21 per capita while 
a Canadian in Saskatchewan re- 
ceives only $15.” 

This means the three major op- 
position parties could all line up 
ii the commons to demand the 
reconvening of the confereuce—at 
least to discuss social security) 

Issues upon which all three pa 
are united in opposition have bee 
virtually non-existe If the three 
did line up solidly, the King gov- 
ernment with its very slender ma- 
jority over all would be in danger 

It is not thought likely, however 
the C.C.F. will go the full way with 
Mr. Bracken in demanding recon- 
vening to discuss tax agreements 
as well as social security. In this 
slender rift in the ovposition lies 
some security for the dominion 
government, but its position is not 
at all comfortable

The Arabs consented finally to send deleg- 
ates to the London conference on Palestine. But 
it wasn’t the Palestine Arabs who made _ the 
decision. These demanded that the conference 
be boycotted unless Britain agreed in advance 
to accept their views i 

In which case, of course, the conference 
be pointless, and probably would never 
open at all. The boycot demand was a poorly 
camouflaged attempt to get a verdict before the 
case was argued. 

But the Arab League over-ruled the local 
tacticians and said it will be represented when 
the parley opens, The League speaks for seven 
States; Egypt, Syria, Trans-Jordania, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia, Lebanon and Yemen. In rejecting 
the boycott proposal the League virtually dis- 
ciplined the Palestine Arabs, whatever this ac- 
tion may imply. 

Any change in the Palestine outlook is al- 
most certain to be for the better. It may be too 
much to suppose that the League is willing to 
agree to a partition of the disputed territory 
But it may 
be assumed that its leaders have some possible 
solution of the situation in mind. Else why send 
delegates to London? And why tell the Palestine 
Arabs they can’t block the negotiations?
